Washington’s Wallet Turned Over To Crossing Park 


Flu* wallet that George Wash­ 
ington carried when ho made his 
historic Delaware River crossing 
to attack tho Hessians at Tren 
ton on Doc 26, 1776. was turned 
over to tho Washington Crossing 
Park Commission Saturday.

One piece is a two-thirds of 
a dollar note issued in Philadel­ 


phia Feb. 17. 1776 and the other 
a one dollar bill dated June 14.
